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The Examiner notes that applicant states in the Remarks submitted on 12/19/06 that claims 1, 16, and 20 are currently amended. 
However, these claims have not been amended as indicated by the status identifier (previously presented). 

The applicant's request for reconsideration has been carefully reviewed but the Examiner does not find the arguments persuasive. 

The applicant argues against the rejection under 35 USC 1 12 1 st paragraph. The Examiner asserts that the rejection is proper. 

The Examiner asserts that the specification does not provide adequate guidance and direction to one skilled in the art as to how to assign 
a numerical value. Moreover, the risk quotient calculated involves subjective analysis of values that are not defined. 

The remaining arguments as to the rejections under 35 USC 1 12 and 35 USC 101 are also not persuasive and thus, the rejections are 
maintained for the reasons set forth in the rejection. 

Applicant incorrectly states that claims 1-2, 6-9, 11-20 and 24-27 are rejected under 35 USC 103 as being unpatentable over Heckman. 
The claims are rejected uner 35 USC 103 as being unpatenable over Heckman in view of Halligan. Applicant makes reference to 
Heckman on page 1 1 of the Remarks, the content of which appears to be directed to Halligan. The Examiner asserts that Heckman in 
view of Halligan disclose the applicant's invention. 
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
